Many automoblies seem prema iy oid 
simply because they rattle exces ly. 

It is the purpose of this story to show 
how such trouble may be located and 
cured, A eouenk {is due to relative motion 
between two uniubricated surfaces. lt muy 
be prevented by keeping the two parts 
from direct contact or boiding them apart 
eo that they cannot scrape, 

By imterposing a film of oll or grease 
on some more substantial material @€uch as 
tags, felt, paper, fibre composition or eveu 
sheet Jead, a squeak can be cured, the kind 
of material tu use depending on circum- 
tances, 

Ttattles are due to lost motion between 
two parts and may be eliminated by tuk- 
ing wp the lost motion or elise by holding 
the parts so that motion is no longer pos- 
sibie. 

Noises produced by large parts or sur- 
faces can be most convenientiy detected 
by a home-made etethescope fashioned 
from a tin can and 4 rod of iron, One end 
of the rod, which should be about % of 
inch im diameter and about 2 feet long, 
should be soldered to the top of the can in 
the centre, the bottom of the can being 
removed, lt is important to remove the bot- 
tom of the can and not the top, because 
the bottom Is usually corrugated or bead- 
ed for atr ngth while the top is fiat and 
therefore makes a much more statisfactory 
diaphragm for sound. The other end of the 
rod should be slightly rounded so that it 
will not scratch any fine surfoce, The end 
of the rod is then placed on any parte @us- 
pected of squeaking or rattling and the 
eownd is magnified by the can, which ects 
like a telephone receiver. Any tinsmith will 
make this apparatus for « few cents, and 
it {a worth many times its cost. 

Squeaks in sheet metal parte, such as 
hood, cowl, body panels fenders, and so 
forth, can often ibe quickly located by feel- 
ing the parts with the fingers until a poing 
of relutive motion is discovered, 

Sometimes the relative motion may be in- 
duced by having someone jump up and 
down ov the running board, but in other 
caves it is necessary to observe the car in 
operation. If a suspected point is found, 
for example where the edge of the running 
bonrd apron joins the cr fender, it is 
possible to determing definitely whether 
this is the point by inserting a wedge of 
wood temporarily to hold these two mem- 
bers apart, or !f this is not feasible, a 
little ol! can be used, 

If the eound disappears, then it is noise 
end the cure depends on circumstances, It 
may be possible to insert some rags, that 
ts if they will not show, some felt, fibre 
or shect lead, according to the ehape und 
gine of the aperature, Sometimes it te por- 
sible to app'y sufficient pressure with the 
hands to the suspected point where rubbing 
occurs to prevent the noise temporarily, 
although this method is seldom sufficient 

if, 
Meee are so many places on different 
makes of cars where squeaks may occur 
that it is impossible to give absolutely 
specifio directions, However, one quite 
frequent place is where the fender comes 
in contact with the frame, there being just 
enough relative movement between the 
frame and the splash guard of the fender 
cause @ noise. 

a ry o's cases this may be prevented by 
prying the two parts a litle farther apart, 
but in others it ts advisable to wedge in a 
atrip of felt. Of course, this cannot b done 
# tc would be unsightly, The same advise 
applies to splash guards, which are now 
frequently located well below radiator and 
front frame members, 

The scraping of the hood on the side 
frame members, or on the cowl or radiator 
ean usually be prevented by use of felt. 

In the ordinary construction of 4 sheet 
mera’ body the practice is to buy a wood- 
en skeleton to which the sheet metal pines 
are nuttached. The ribs ir the sk on are 


designed not to touch the panels but to 
come fairly close to them, the ribs being 
simply to stiffen the members to which 
the panels are secured, It sometimes hap- 
yens, howeter that a panel will rest on a 
rib nnd 2 squeak will result.
